import corporation has a full line of qual- 
ity wines and spirits which it buys either 
from Schenley affiliates in Canada and 
Great Britain or from independent produc 

ers in many lands. It is the sole American 
agent for all of the brands it markets. 

Among these are a number of world re- 
nowned labels such as Dewar’s White 
Label Scotch whisky from Scotland, Cherry 
Heering from Denmark, Marie Brizard 
liqueurs and Lanson champagne from 
France, and Bertolli wines from Italy. A 
fuller list would include such items as Du- 
bonnet, Del Prado Sherry, Huntington 
Port and Mayflower Cream Sherry. The 
import corporation also markets Carioca 
tum which is produced in Schenley’s own 
plant in Puerto Rico. 

Distribution within the United States is 
effected through a network of about 250 
wholesale organizations which make their 
purchases either through direct import 
that is, shipment direct from foreign ports 
but invoiced by Schenley in New York 
or out-of-stock either in-bond or duty-and 
tax-paid from inventories kept in ware- 
houses in New York, Chicago, San Fran 
cisco, Fresno and Schenley, Pa. 

The Fresno and Sc henley, Pa., ware 
houses are located at two of Schenley’ 
larger distilleries. The arrangement af 
fords wholesalers an opportunity of buying 
carload lots of mixed merchandise—domes 
tic whiskey and wine and imports—for in 
land reshipment. 

Since duty and excise taxes are lai 
heavily on alcoholic beverages, judiciou 
control of tax payments is exercised so 
that disbursement is made only as goods 
are needed to fill orders from stock. On 
direct imports and in-bond sales, duty and 
taxes are paid by wholesalers at thei 
local customs houses. 

The importation of wines and spirits is 
far more complicated than the business of 
importing other commodities because of 
extraordinary Federal and St*te regula 
tions. The red strip stamp affixed to the 
closure of every bottle of liquor illustrate 
the point. This stamp is evidence of tax 
payment.

strip stamps were issued by 
agents only as tax was paid 
on merchandise about to be funneled into 
the channels of trade. On imported goods, 
a distributor was thus forced to break open 
every case in order to affix the strip 
stamps to the bottles. 

An arrangement was eventually worked 
out with our government whereby import 
ers were permitted to purchase stamps in 
advance of the actual importation of 
goods. These stamps are now sent abroad 
for affixing at the time of bottling and 
case packing. 

A foolproof system of accounting for 
the stamps was, of course, necessary

export traders, manufacturer's agents, resident buyers, commission merchants, ete. 

We quote below two paragraphs from General Order No. 72, covering the definition 
of those required to register, and the qualifications for the collection of brokerage. 


244.1 DEFINITION. A freight forwarder is any person engaged in the business of dispatch 
ing shipments on behalf of other persons, for a consideration, by oceangoing vessela in com 
merce from the United States, its territories or possessions to foreign countries, or between the 
United States and its territories or possessions, or between such territories and possessions; 
and of handling the formalities incident to such shipments. This definition includes independent 
freight forwarders, common carriers, manufacturers, exporters, export traders, manufacturers’ 
agents, resident buyers, commission merchanis, and other persons when they engage for and on 
behalf of any person other than themselves, in return for a consideration, money or otherwise, 
in the aforementioned activity. 

244.13 BROKERAGE. No forwarder, after the date on which he is required to register, 
shall accept brokerage from ocean carriers unlesa and until such forwarder haa been assigned 
a registration number pursuant to these rules. Registration shali not entitle a forwarder to 
collect brokerage from a common carrier by water in cases where payment thereof would con- 
stitute a rebate—i. e., where the forwarder is a shipper or consignee or is the seller or pur- 
chaser of the shipment, or has any beneficial interest therein or where the forwarder directly 
or indirectly controls or is controlled by the shipper or consignee, or by any person having a 
beneficial interest in the shipment. A forwarder shall not share any part of the brokerage 
received from a common carrier by water with a shipper or consignee. No forwarder shall 
demand or accept brokerage during the pertod his registration number is under suspension or 
after his registration number has been cancelled pursuant to these rules. 


For ease of identification and classification, independent foreign freight forwarders 
are persons engaged in the business of dispatching shipments on behalf of other persona, 
and who do not have an interest in the purchase or sale of the goods, and who are not 
owned or controlled directly or indirectly by the shipper or consignee, and who are not 
common carriers. 

In order to ascertain which of the registrants were independent foreign freight for- 
warders to be included in this list, the following procedure was adopted: 

1. With the permission of the Federal Maritime Board, the origina! applications for 
registration were examined. 

2. Names have been checked with the master file of Customs Brokers & Forwarders 
Association of America, Inc. 

Names have been checked with listings published in the annual CUSTOM HOUSE 
GUIDE over a period of years. 

The Customs Urokers & Forwarders Association of America, Inc. wishes it to be known 
that the inciusion of firms on this list of independent foreign freight forwarders dees 
mot automatically qualify such firms for membership in their Association. All applicants 
must be theroughly investignied, and meet the stringent requirements of the By-Lawe 
and code of ethics, before being eligible.
